It seems that Mr, Herman was of great service 
to the post-war German Government and, when he was about to return to 
the U.S., he was ask ad whan he would like as a gift. He had simply 
said: "A Chess Sen" and t':. v ;s what they gave him. He has it in¬ 
sured for 45,000*00,

Ideas in Chess, especially the openings, are always undergoing 
some change. What was considered an unsound opening or move yester¬ 
day may, due to some new twist, become tomorrow's unanswerable at¬ 
tack or cast-iron defence* 

For examples, Gunsberg in his book "The Chess Openings", pub¬ 
lished in 1927, says of the Sicilian: "If White contents himself with 
a steady development, he vdll thereby derive the best advantage of 
Black's timid and retarded defence." Of Petroff's Defence, he says: 
"The best that can be said for Black is that he obtains a position 
analogous to the French, but with one or two moves behind." Yet these 
two defences are still regularly usedl 

Probably, most Chessplayers dream of inventing some new attack or 
defence that will sweep them to the top ranks. Especially is this true 
of the individualistic South Americans and we have pleasure in intro¬ 
ducing two Brazilians, The Barao de Beicininga and the Visconde de 
Vatapa (with the accent on the p^) who have two interesting but quite 
opposite ideas about Chess, 

The Barao believes that, when playing White in particular, pawns 
should be advanced much faster than at present is the fashion. He be¬ 
lieves that by so doing, development is hastened, mobility is increapd 
and the opponent is choked by lack of room to manoeuvre. He calls his 
opening "The Boicininga Bulldozer". 

The Visconde, on the other hand, believes in pawn symmetry and 
keeping the pawns back, fianchettoing the corners, and delaying castl¬ 
ing until the attack has compromised itself on one side of the board. 
Thor. a castles on the other side. He believes that most players are 
apt attack prematurely anyway and that most opponents are apt to 
break themselves against his stonewall defence. He calls this the 
"Vatapa' Variation".
